Twas born in Frankfort, in Germany, in 
1745. In the 7th year of my age my father 
came to Charleston, in Soath Carolina; his 
name was George Beckhouse, by profession 
a itoman Catholic. He lived at Charleston, 
unui l was about 16 years of age, when I was 
married to Mt lexander Hamiultun, aa emi- 
ment merchant, who in the contest between 
Britain an America, was shot dead in his own 
house, which was consumed, with ali our pro- 
perty by fire. In this distressed situation, 
having no children except an adopted daugh- 
ihus contemplating on my misfortune, my 
best friend with all our substance snatched 
from me, as it were in an instant, created in 
me new and awful sensations, which are be- 
youd my powertorclate. I then fled toa rich 
uncie for an asy!um, who treated me with the 
greatest respect end attention, and welcomed 
me to his house and servants, with ali the ac- 
commodations that they could yield of afford; 
he offered to make me his heir, and directed 
his servants to treat tae with ali the kindness 
and respectas though ihey were really mine. 
1 lived there with the enjoyment of all the com- 
forts this world could afford, but was still dis- 
consolate in consideration of my heavy loss.and 
dressed myself in mourning, and thus passed 
through some lonesome days and wearisome 
nights, for a considerable time ; at length,b: ing 
desirous to obtain some relief,went to atheatre, 

play-house, when I saw divers plays acted 
on the stage ; and one in particular, exhibited 
General Washinton and Lady Montgomery, 
whose husband was killed in battle. in Canada ; 
and the agitation that she imanifested in the 
scene, it brougit the death of my husband to 
my mid with such p.werful sensations, that I 
had nearly fainted.
